Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows, 

Section 1. All that part of the Town of Rochester, in the 
County of Plymouth, lying southerly of a line, beginning at the 
stone post in the division line between the towns of Fairhaven and 
Rochester aforesaid, standing on the north side of and about one rod 
from, the public highway, leading from the dwelling house of William 
Ellis in said Rochester to the dwelling house of Martin Gammons in 
Fairhaven; thence from said stone post East five degrees South, run- 
ning south of the barn of John H. Clark to Mattapoisett River. Thence 
northerly in the thread of said river, to a stake and stones standing 
West, two degrees North, from the Cedar Swamp Brook Bridge; thence 
from said stake and stones East, two degrees South to the division 
line between Rochester and Marion — is hereby incorporated into a 
separate town by the name of Mattapoisett; and the said town of Mat- 
tapoisett is hereby vested with all the powers and privileges, rights and 
immunities, and shall be subject to all the duties and requisitions to 
which other towns are entitled and subjected by the laws of this Com- 
monwealth. 

Section 2. The inhabitants of said town of Mattapoisett shall 
be holden to pay all arrearages of taxes legally assessed upon them 
before this Act takes effect, and also their proportion of such State and 
County taxes, as may be assessed upon them before the taking of the 
next state valuation, said proportion to be ascertained and determined 
by the last decennial valuation of the town of Rochester; provided, how- 
ever, that the town of Rochester shall be authorized to collect the tax 
assessed by virtue of law on the first day of May, this current year by 
the inhabitants and owners of property in said town of Mattapoisett; 
and the said town of Rochester, after deducting the reasonable expenses 
of collecting the same, shall account with and pay over the same to the 
town treasurer of said Mattapoisett; and the said town of Rochester

Section 4. The town-house and Sprague legacy shall be the 
exclusive property of Rochester and Mattapoisett shall pay to Rochester 
their proportion of twelve hundred dollars for the interest they have in 
the fire department: and Rochester shall relinquish all right and desire 
in said fire department to Mattapoisett. 

Section 5. The alewive fisheries of Matttapoisett River and 
the town mills situate on said river shall remain the property and 
privilege of all the inhabitants of the Towns of Rochester, Marion and 
Mattapoisett and said alewives shall be sold as now, to each and every 
family residing in either of said towns at such price per one hundred as 
the majority of the legal voters of the said towns of Rochester, Marion 
and Mattapoisett may from time to time determine: and in case said 
towns shall fail to fix a price as aforesaid, then it shall be the duty of the 
three inspectors, herein provided for, to sell such alewives at such rates 
as they or the majority of them shall determine. The net yearly profits 
of said alewive fisheries, and the net yearly earnings of said town 
mills, shall be appropriated, as now, as a sinking fund to pay the debts 
incurred on account of the said mills and fisheries, until said debts 
shall be thus, or otherwise, liquidated. After the payment of the debts 
aforesaid, the mills may be sold whenever the said towns of Rochester, 
Marion and Mattapoisett shall so determine by current vote, and the 
net yearly rent of said mills (until sold) and the net proceeds of such 
sales, and also the net yearly profits from sales of said alewives shall be 
apportioned and paid into the treasury of the said towns of Rochester, 
Marion and Mattapoisett; according to the valuation of each of said 
towns as ascertained and determined by their next preceding town 
valuation respectively. The manner of taking such alewives, and the 
whole management of said fisheries, as also the letting and manage- 
ment of said town mills, (until disposed of) shall be with three inspec- 
tors, to be chosen annually, as follows: one from each of the three towns 
of Rochester, Marion and Mattapoisett.

Section 6. The towns of Rochester and Mattapoisett shall 
be holden to pay their just and equitable proportions of all debts and 
liabilities for which the town of Rochester may be liable when this Act 
takes effect; and said town of Mattapoisett shall be entitled to receive 
its just and equitable proportion of the value of all property, both real 
and personal, and of all annuities, funds in trust or assets now owned 
or held by the said town of Rochester, the disposition of which is not 
provided for in Sections Four and Five. 

Section 7. All the privileges which the citizens of Rochester 
and Mattapoisett had before the Act takes effect, to take shell and scale 
fish from the shores or flats and waters shall remain the same as if this 
Act had not passed. 

Section 8. The town of Mattapoisett shall pay their just and 
equitable proportion of the surplus revenue whenever called for by the 
Government of the United States.

Section 9. Said town of Mattapoisett shall remain a part of 
the town of Rochester for purpose of electing State officers, Senators, 
and Representatives to General Court. Representatives to Congress 
and electors of President and Vice President of the United States until 
the next decennial census shall be taken, or until another apportion- 
ment of Representation to General Court shall be made. The meetings 
for the choice of said officers shall be called by the Selectmen of Roches- 
ter, and the Selectmen of Mattapoisett shall make a true list of persons 
belonging to said town of Mattapoisett, qualified to vote at every such 
election , and shall post up the same in said town of Mattapoisett, and 
shall correct the same as required by law, and shall deliver the same to 
the Selectmen of Rochester, before any such election: and the same shall 
be taken and used by the Selectmen of Rochester , for such election, in 
the same manner as if it had been prepared by themselves. 

Section 10. Any Justice of the Peace for the County of Plym- 
outh may issue his warrant directed to any principal inhabitant of said 
town of Mattapoisett, requiring him to notify the inhabitants thereof 
qualified to vote in town affairs, to meet at the time and place therein 
appointed for the purpose of choosing such town officers as towns are 
by law authorized and required to choose at their annual meetings; and 
said warrant shall be served by posting up copies thereof, attested by 
the person to whom the same is directed, in four public places in said 
town, fourteen days, at least, before the time of meeting. The Selectmen 
of Rochester shall, before said meeting, prepare a list of voters in said 
town of Mattapoisett qualified to vote at said meeting, and shall deliver 
the same to the person presiding at said meeting, before the choice of 
moderator thereof. 

Section 11. This Act shall take effect from and after its pas- 
sage.

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bulls eyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease? 

Because of the mild winter, this spring has been especially 
bad for black flies and biting gnats. These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the morning and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the belly and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic bullseye shaped 
mark. 

Is there a way to prevent him from being attacked by these 
flies? 

Try putting Avon Skin So Soft on the areas that have a thin 
hair cover. Other insect repellents containing DEET may 
not be safe on your dog. Use them very sparingly, as on the 
ears only.

Under ARTICLE 14, voters were asked to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to grant to The Waterville Family, 
LLC a perpetual easement for the purposes of access to 
the parking lot located at 13 Water Street, together with 
the attendant customary uses, including but not limited to 
the right to pass and repass. 

"We will, in turn, grant an easement to the Kinsale 
Inn to allow them to access the road they've given to us," 
Selectman Andrews noted. 

Article 14 PASSED, 195 to 0. 

The Finance Committee (FinCom) next offered an 
overview of the town's financial status going into Town 
Meeting. 

"The town's financial status is pretty good, unlike 
some of our neighbors," said FinCom Chairman Paul 
Silva. "There are some things I'd like to point out. The 
Education budget is $15,521 million, which comprises 55 
percent of the General Operating Budget and is up 4.1 
percent over FY 2007. Town Government is at $6,949 mil- 
lion, which comprises 37 percent of the budget, and is up 
7.7 percent over FY 2007. Debt service is $1,549 million, 
which comprises 8 percent of the budget, and is down 22 
percent from FY 2007. And the total $19.02 million recom- 
mended budget for FY 2008 is up 2.6 percent over FY 
2007." 

As for the town's debt service, Mr. Silva reported the 
"good news" that "our debt costs have gone down a total 
of 21.8 percent," he said.

"As we 
go through and plan for the future for any major projects, 
we should think about taking on new debt as part of our 
tax burden/ 7 

Commencing with the Special Town Meeting 
warrant, Mr. Eklund first called upon resident George 
Randall to make a brief presentation. Citing several recent 
newspaper editorials and articles, Mr. Randall noted 
reports suggesting that the Town of Wareham is near 
bankruptcy, the Town of Dartmouth is in similar financial 
straits, and that the Town of Westport is on the brink of 
receivership. "How many wake-up calls does Mattapoi- 
sett need? 77 Mr. Randall cautioned, asking that voters limit 
needless spending. 

"Two years ago we followed the Finance Commit- 
tee's recommendations, and when I got my tax bill it had 
gone up 41 percent, 77 added resident Brad Hathaway. 
"Last year we followed the FinCom's recommendations 
and my tax bill went up another 12 percent. I don't think 
I can afford these kinds of increases. What I 7 m concerned 
about is what will a two percent increase mean to me next 
January? Has the FinCom included the 1 percent (CPA 
surcharge) in their calculations? 77 

"When we do a budget, we are talking about budget, 
not a surcharge you voted for . . . you should know you 
voted for a (CPA surcharge), 77 Mr. Silva said. "We also 
have no control over the value of your house. We can't 
estimate valuations, that's based on the marketplace. 77 

Proceeding with ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to 
transfer from available funds the sum of $222,000 back 
into the Stabilization Fund, bringing the total amount to 
$1,125 million. The article PASSED, 200 to 0.

won't get a spike in the debt portion of our tax bill," rec- 
ommended FinCom Chairman Paul Silva.

Under ARTICLE 24, voters were asked to approve 
a Demolition Delay By-Law, submitted by petition of 
Historical Commission member Raymond Harrington. 

"The proposed Demolition Delay By-Law would 
provide alternatives ... the delay we are seeking is six 
months/ 7 Mr. Harrington said. "The purpose of the 
by-law is to allow the town residents and developers to 
explore alternatives during the delay period to preserve 
and protect the resources of the town. It would only affect 
(structures) that are at least 75 years old." 

But residents felt the by-law needed fine-tuning and, 
as a result, it FAILED, 40 to 68. 

There being no further articles to consider, the Mat- 
tapoisett Annual Town Meeting was thereby adjourned 
for the evening at 10:00 pm.

652 "No" votes by a machine count, with approximately 1,320 
people voting on the question. The hand recount which was re- 
quested resulted in a 656 to 656 tie. Since the "Yes" votes did not 
prevail on recount, the proposal to build was defeated. Under 
this automatic recount provision, a vote difference of seven (7) 
or fewer would trigger an automatic recount.

To the Editor: 

Recent 'Tetters to the Editor" by a Planning Board 
member questions the Marion Finance Committee's (FinCom) 
role in recommending that the town vote to make the Trea- 
surer/ Collector position an appointed position. Massachusetts 
General Laws state that the prime responsibility of the commit- 
tee is to make recommendations on all financial matters to Town 
Meeting. The committee has oversight and responsibility for all 
municipal financial matters. 

Emphasis was made that the only financial impact on 
the town is the salary of the appointed Treasurer/ Collector. I 
would add that the potential impact if the job is not performed 
correctly is much greater. 

Mass General Law states that all towns with a property 
valuation of $1 million or more must create (either by charter or 
by-law) a Finance Committee. The (Town Moderator) appointed 
most committees in the state in the past. Marion has chosen to 
have the Moderator, Chairman of the Selectmen, and Chairman 
of the Sippican School Committee appoint the (FinCom) mem- 
bers to three-year terms. 

Today Marion is not unlike a large enterprise provid- 
ing services to its clients. A town must deal with labor issues, 
technological advances in computers and communications, 
investments and financial controls as well as maintenance and 
replacements of its capital assets. 

The resignation of the Town Clerk /Treasurer/ Collec- 
tor last summer brought new challanges for town management. 
Working with FAA, the acting Treasurer and Town Accoun- 
tant, the FinCom has diligently worked through this void. It 
has become very evident that the management of a $16 million 
operation and capital budget plus two enterprise funds requires

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Rage Repeat

28 Weeks Later. Starring Robert Carlyle and Rose Byrne. Di- 
rected by Juan Carlos Fresnadillo. Running time: 99 minutes.

You have to keep an open mind in this line of work. 2006 's The Hills 
Have Eyes remake bored me, but I enjoyed its sequel earlier this year. 
2003 's 28 Days Later annoyed me, but 28 Weeks Later ... well, I can't 
say I "enjoyed" it, but it didn't annoy me. The "rage" virus has decimated 
England, turning people into gnashing, sprinting "infected" who either 
kill or infect others. As before, the attacks are filmed with barely-scan- 
nable step-printing effects, sandblasting us with crazed fragments in 
which howling maniacs lunge at anything that moves, their gory hair 
flinging dark dots of blood into the air. These movies are hectic and grim, 
with practically no intentional humor — it's all about kill or be killed. I 
remember when horror movies used to have more personality. 

That said, 28 Weeks Later — directed by Juan Carlos Fresnadillo 
(Intacto) from a script credited to him and three others — does try to 
provide a shade more humanity than its cold predecessor. In a prologue, 
Robert Carlyle (Trainspotting) plays a hapless man who, in a moment of 
terror, abandons his wife in a house overrun by "infected," fleeing for his 
life. Their two children, fortunately, are out of the country on a school trip; 
the kids return to England about six months later, when the country has 
been cleared of the "infected" (who've all died of starvation). The U.S. 
Army is helping England to repopulate, though this proves to be about 
as efficacious as the U.S. helping Iraq to become a democracy. The kids 
are reunited with their father, who tells them a carefully worded version 
of the events that, presumably, killed their mother. 

It's not quite that easy, though, and before long there's another out- 
break. An Army doctor (Rose Byrne) wants to keep the kids safe, because 
there's reason to believe they may be worth examining. The general takes 
one look at the outbreak, which has gotten completely out of control, and 
orders up a Code Red. This obliges the rooftop snipers to shoot everyone 
on the streets, the infected and the non-infected. One such sniper (Jeremy 
Renner) decides he's had enough of Code Red and leaves his post to help 
the doctor and the kids escape before the district gets fire-bombed.

There is a hint of heroism and self-sacrifice here, unlike in 28 Days 
Later, where it was every man (or cipher) for himself. There are, of course, 
massive implausibilities and plot holes, as well as a surely accidental echo 
of a helicopter- vs. -monsters gag from Robert Rodriguez' Grindhouse film 
Planet Terror. And this whole franchise remains a scrawny reiteration of 
George Romero's The Crazies and David Cronenberg's Rabid — I hope 
Romero, in particular, is getting a few bucks from Danny Boyle and Alex 
Garland (who directed and wrote the previous film, respectively, and 
executive-produce this one). The wider scope of the story here allows 
for some chilling views of an abandoned England, littered with corpses 
and maggoty pizza boxes. Jeremy Renner, who really should have a bet- 
ter career by now based on his brilliant work in Dahmer, comes through 
with a likable portrait of a conflicted sniper, and the always-dependable 
Harold Perrineau Jr. shows up as Renner 's chopper- flying buddy. 

Mostly what impressed me about 28 Weeks Later is that it doesn't 
demonize the Robert Carlyle character; he takes the coward's way out, 
true, but Carlyle plays the man's self-torturing guilt for the rest of his 
time onscreen, even in scenes wherein you wouldn't expect him to express 
anything other than rage at his situation. This sequel takes its predecessor's 
derivative, remorseless premise and deepens it a bit, though I can 't be alone 
in wondering why this, of all things, should be a franchise (28 Months 
Later has already been announced), and why British and American audi- 
ences apparently can't get enough of infected lunatics vomiting blood 
onto their victims. I'm usually not weak of stomach, but, c'mon, whose 
idea of a good time is this?
